Joseph ‘Tapley, a dairyman, pleaded not 
guilty to having conspired, between Septem- 
ber, 1926, and August, 1927, to steal several 
cattle from farmers and others in County 
Kildare, and with having received the cattle 
knowing them to have been stolen. 

Michael Gorr\, a labourer, pleaded guilty 
to stealing some of the cattle, and was put 
back. 

Mr, Carrigan, K.C., and Mr. Cecil Lavery, 
R.C. (instructed by the Chief State Solici- 
tor), prosecuted; Mr. Albert Wood, K.C., 

d Mr. Felix Sherry (instructed by Mr.

PRISON CONVERSATION, 

Warder Finucane, Mountjoy Prison, gave 
evidence of hearing a conversation between 
iapley and Gorry in the prison. Tapley told 
the witness that he wanted to leave some 
money for Gorry. The witness asked him 
how much, and he said £5. Tapley showed 
him a telegram which he got from Gorry 
asking for the money. 

Mr. Wood asked for a direction on the 
grounds that there was no evidence on which 
the jury could convict. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne refusec the applica- 
tion. 

Mr. Wood, addressing the jury, said that 
the prisoner was a man of sterling character, 
who had been an employé of Messrs. A. 
Guinness, Son, and Company for 33 years, 
and had retired on a substantial pension. 
luring the war he served four-and-a-half 
vears in the Navy. When he came back 
he and his wife started a dairy business, 
and also kept store cattle. 

The prisoner did not know Gorry by name. 
but knew him to see, and bought the cattle 
from him openly, paying £92 10s. for them. 
There was not a tittle of evidenc. that his 
client bribed Gorry to steal the cattle for 
him, and the State counsel should not have 
made such @ statement without producing 
evidence in support of it. It was unfair that 
that statement should have been made by 
Mr. Carrigan, who was ‘‘the most gkilled 
prosecutor that this .country has ever 
known,” 

Mr. Carrigan smilingly acknowledged the 
compliment. 

PAID BY CHEQUE. 

Mr. Wood said that the prisoner bought 
the cattle from Gorry and paid Gorry with 
the cheques (produced). Gorry had “ done ”’ 
the prisoner by passing on to him stolen 
cattle. Evidence would be given to show 
that the prisoner paid the market value for 
each of the animals purchased. 

The prisoner was then examined, and 
stated that he bought the cattle at the 
market price from Gorry, whom he believed 
to be an honest man. He paid for the cattle 
with cheques (produced). 

At this stage the further hearing of the 
case was adjourned until 11 o’clock this 
morning.

CLAIM DISMISSED. 

lhere was a case in the list on behalf of 
the Whitechurch Laundry, Ltd., seeking com.

| ATTEMPTED MURDER. | 


CHARGE AGAINST TWO 
CIVIC GUARDS. 


From Our Speciat CORRESPONDENT. 
CORK, Tuesday. 


_The hearing of evidence in connec- 
tion with the charges of attempted 
murder against two Civic Guards, 
Patrick Geraghty and George McConologue, 
was resumed at the Fermoy District Court, 
and will be continued again to-morrow. In 
addition to being charged with attempting to 
murder William O'Keeffe by shooting at him 
with a revolver, other charges of assaulting 
civilians on the same occasion are preferred 
against the accused men. ‘he offences were 
alleged to have been committed after a dance 
at Gortnaskehy, Araglin, Co. Cork. 

Sergeant Woulfe detailed the duty of the 
accused on the date of the alleged shooting 
after a dance in a hall at Araglin. They 
made no report of the incident that occurred 
on that occasion, and when the witness told 
McConologue that it was a serious matter, 
he said that he had sent Guard Geraghty to 
make investigations into it. A man named 
Doherty had come to the barrack, and re- 
ported that William O'Keeffe was lying at his 
1ouse, and he complained that he had been 
shot by one of thé Guards. 

In reply to Mr. O'Connor, solicitor, who 
represented McConologue, the witness said 
that there was a complaint from the Guards 
that their bicycles had been taken away from 
outside ihe dance hall. 

In reply to Mr. Carroll for Geraghty. the 
witness said that Geraghty had a good record 
in the service, 

Guard Joseph Ruth stated’ that ‘the accused 
were due to return off patrol at half past ten 
o'clock on the night in question, but they 
did not come back to the barrack until mid 
night. Four civilians were brought in, and 
Guard McConologue said his and Geraghty’s 
bicycles had been taken, and that they had 
those four fellows arrested on suspicion. The 
men were afterwards released, and they weut 
out followed by McConologue and Geraghty, 
who afterwards returned and went to bed 
On the next day a man named Doherty re- 
ported that William O'Keeffe had been badly 
wounded, and McConologue sent Geraghty to 
investigate the occurrence. 

James O'Keeffe stated ‘hat after some of 
the dancers had been “' lined up ” by McCono- 
logue a few of them ran away, and McCono- 
logue fired two shots from a revolver in the 
direction in which they went. The witness's 
brother was afterwards found to be shot in 
the hip. Previous to that McConologue struck 
William Leddy twice in the face, 
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FINED FOR USING A GAFF. 


COUNTY DERRY FISHERY 
PROSECUTION. 

At Moneymore (Co. Derry) Petty Sessions 
yesterday, William Ashcroft, Ballygorey, was 
charged by Andrew King. Inspector of 
Fisheries, with having a gaff in his possession 
on January 7th last, for the purpose of 
taking fish on the Ballinderry River. He 
was also charged with assaulting a water- 
bailiff on the same occasion, and his son, 
William, was charged with aiding and abet- 
ting in the use of the gaff. 

Evidence was given by Hugh McCorkill, 
water-bailiff, as to catching Ashcroft, senior, 
with a gaff in his possession at a weir on the 
Ballinderry River. He saw him strike several 
times at a fish, and witness took the gaff 
from him. Ashcroft caught him by the neck- 
tie and said that he would throw him into 
the river. Young Ashcroft was there also. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Millar, for the 
defence, witness said that he caught hold of 
the defendant also. There was no harm 
done. 

Mr. Millar admitted that Ashcroft, senior, 
had the gaff that day, but submitted that the 
son could not have been guilty of aiding and 
abetting, as he was under his father’s control. 
The assault was not worth speaking about. 

The Chairman (Mr. H. R. Jones, R.M.) 
said that there was no doubt that a technical 
assault had been proved, and that the Bench 
would hold that the boy had been guilty of 
aiding and abetting, but they would dismiss 
these cases and convict on the summons for 
having a gaff. The penalty was £4, which 
they would impose. : 

Mr. Kine, the inspector, pointed out that 
this man had been convicted in lsd, and 
previous to that he had signed an under- 
taking that he would not molest fish. He had 
been in Canada for some time since 1919. 

The Chairman (to defendant)—We are 
treating you very leniently. 

Defendant—The inspector made a false 
statement. He said that I was in Canada. 
but I was in the United States. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Jones—Look here, I consider that you 
are getting off very lightly, and I may savy 
that if I had been sitting alone you would 
not have been so leniently dealt with. Keep 
away from the river, for none of us are likely 
to forget this day’s work.

PROPOSED PORK TRADE 
LEGISLATION.

From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 

Although great benefits have been derived 
from the granting of premiums to boars, it 
is felt that something more is needed to 
bring about an improvement in the quality 
of our pigs. By the consistent use of Large 
White boars something approaching a uni- 
form standard of merit has been reached, 
and very little difficulty should be ex- 
perienced in catering for the pork and bacon 
trade. There are, however, stil] in use 
throughout the country a number of ill-bred 
boars, and in order to eliminate these, it 
is, 1 believe, intended by an Order in Council 
to bring boars within the scope of the Live 
Stock Breeding Act. This will necessitate 
the licensing of all boars intended for breed- 
ing purposes, and should speedily clear the 
country of “scrub ” boars. 

IRISH PORK TRADE. 

With regard to the contemplated bill for 
the regulation of the fresh pork trade, and 
more especially the export branch of it, I 
found a strong desire for such legislation on 
the part of practical farmers. It will act as 
a protection for farmers who go to the trouble 
of. producing the right pig, and having it 
sent to market in proper condition; for the 
official inspection of carcases at the ports will 
prevent the exportation of pork in bad con- 
dition. The immediate result should be an 
improvement in the demand for Irish pork, 
because cross-Channel traders can be con- 
fident of the produce reaching them in mar- 
ketable condition. If, by legislative means, 
the uniformity, now fairly established, can 
be guaranteed, the future of the Irish export 
pork trade is assured. 

SHIPPING FACILITIES. 

The various’ transport companies are rising 
to the occasion by providing every facility 
for the safe and speedy carriage of pork to 
cross-Channel markets, 

Some dissatisfaction has been expressed at 
the salesmen’s charges, especially in Smith- 
field, London. On this point strong views 
have been expressed by Mr. E. Cussen, Secre- 
tary, County Cork Association, Irish 
Farmers’ Union. He suggests that all pork 
from the Irish Free State should be sent to 
a limited number of salesmen in Smithfield 
under the supervision of a qualified rep.esen- 
tative of the Free State, so as to ensure 
better arrangements for the acceptance and 
sale of Irish pork.

RACEHORSE OFFERED FOR 
£12 10/- 


REVELATIONS IN A 
COUNTY COURT, 


— 


Evidence which created much laughter re- 
garding the purchase of racehorses was heard 
by Judge Green at the Fermanagh County 
Court. The plaintif? was Francis Maguire, 
Ederney, a butcher, who sued James 
Monaghan, of Cahore, a young farmer of 21, 
whose parents are dead, for £33, balance of 
the price of a racehorse purchased by plain- 
tiff for defendant, and for expenses in con- 
nection with the purchase. There was a 
counter-claim for £41 10s. 

Mr. James Cooper, J.P., appeared for the 
plaintiff; and Mr, W. P. Maguire (Messrs. 
Maguire and Herbert) for the defendant. 


‘ CLOGHER VALLEY ' TOO DEAR. 

The plaintiff, in his evidence, said that he 
was interested in horses, and the defendant 
was also ‘‘a kind of sporting gentleman,”’ 
and owned 12 or 13 dogs. On the 9th Octo- 
ber last he told the plaintiff that he was 
going on the 11th to buy a racehorse named 

legher Valley 

Mr. Cooper—I think we would all like to 
see that bought. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Maguire—I hope that the horse was 
faster than the Clogher Valley train. (Loud 
laughter. ) 

The witness said that on the 11th October 
he and the defendant, who brough* his girl 
with him, and whom he afterwards married, 
went to Milford in Terence McCaffery’s car 
to see Clogher Valley. The price asked was 
£160, but the defendant told the witness to 
only bid £60, and so there was no purchase. 
Then they made for Strabane, and when 
nearing the town the car broke down, and 
they had to spend the night in Strabane. 
The witness went to bed when they got to 
the town, but defendant took his girl to the 
pictures. (Laughter.) Next morning the de- 
fendant gave him £1 for his expenses and 
£25 to go to Bundoran to buy Olive Leaf 


or Paddy, and if they cost more he was to: 


borrow the difference. At Bundoran Tommy 
Hamilton asked £70 for Olive Leaf, and 
the witness offered £30. Hamilton then 
would not recognise him, as he was so 
insulted at his bid. (Loud laughter.) He 
then went to Shgo and saw Paddy racea, 
and purchased him for £12 10s. (Laughter.) 
HOW OLIVE LEAF DIED. 

On the way back by Bundoran he pur- 
chased Olive Leaf for £50, and then did not 
take Paddy. To buy Olive Leaf he used 
the £25 that the defendant gave him, got 
£12 from Claude Hamilton, borrowed £5 from 
McCaffery, his motor dyver, and used also 
£8 of his own. Returning to Ederney, he 
told the defendant of his purchase, and said 
that if he did not lhke Olive Leaf he 
would keep her himself. They railed the 
mare to Strabane, and entered her fpr the 
Manorcunningham races, and got a jockey. 
The mare was hurt i» the second race, was 
sent to Derry to a veterinary surgeon, and 
there died. The witness was out all the 
expenses of the mare, and when he asked 
the defendant for the money, he sold a pony 
and gave him £4, but owed £33 balance. 

Mr, Maguire said that at the time of the 
transaction his client was under age. 


THE JUDGE SURPRISED. 

Cross-examined, the watness said that before 
this transaction occurred the defendant had 
bought another racehorse for £15 from the 
witness. 

His Honour—£15 for a racehorse! 

Mr. Cooper—The winner of the Derby was 
bought for less. 

The witness admitted that he engaged the 
jockey, but on the defendant’s instructions. 
The mare was entered for the races in the 
name of John Joe M‘Giddy, a bookmaker. 
Tommy M‘Keown, Derry, was the jockey. 

His Honour (looking at race card) said that 
he noticed that two other horses at the 
races were entered in M‘Giddy’s name—Eva 
and Maguire. 

Mr. Maguire said that the defendant had 
been a very foolish young mian. 

Mr. Cooper—He was old enough to get 
married. (Laughter.) 

His Honour—That is sometimes a proof of 
foolishness. (Laughter.) 

Claude Maguire swore that the plaintiff 
borrowed £12 from him and the defendant 
paid it back. : 

Terence M'Caffery said that the £5 that he 
lent towards the purchase of Olive Leaf had 
not been paid back. The defendant paid him 
for the car to Strabane. 

“PURE “HARITY.” 

The defendant pleaded that he knew little 
about horses. The plaintiff asked him for 
money to buy Olive Leaf, and undertook 
that if he were not satisfied with the horse 
he would take it back. He never told him 
to borrow money in case that he had not 
enough money. He xnew nothing about 
Mancreunningham Races, nor did he know 
the jockey, nor M‘Giddy. He did go to the 
races with his girl, and after the horse was 
hurt the plaintiff came up to him, crying, and 
out of pure pity he sold a pony and gave 
him £4. That was done out of pure charity. 
(Laughter.) He never knew of the horse 
going to Derry. 

Cross-examined, the witness said that the 
only races that he was ever at hefore was at 
Ederney. He had a racehorse before, Con- 
fusion, which he got very cheap, but he 
won £12 10s. at the Ederney Sports in a 
race against cart horses. (Laughter.) 

His Honowr—Seemingly the defendant in- 
tended to huv aracehorse at about £22 to £24. 

The witness said that he did not want a 
horse that would cost any more. His charity 
had cost him a lot. : 

Without hearing any further evidence for 
the defence, His Honour said that this seemed 
to him to be an attempt of these people to get 
their money back when the horse was killed. 
He dismissed the case on the merits. and the 
counter-claim would also be dismissed.

LIQUOR DUTIES. 
— - 
BRAY COUNCIL CALLS FOR 
REDUCTION. 

At Bray Urban Council last night, when a 
circular was read from the Beer and Spirits 
Duties Relief Organisation, a resolution was 
passed by seven votes against three, calling 
en the Free State Government to effect a 
substantial decrease in the duties in the 
forthcoming Budget. 

Mr. G. Heatiey. said that the brewers 
would not purchase Irish barley; but were 
using foreign barley. 

Mr. Doyle said that the Government must 
find revenue, and if the taxes were reduced 
on beer and spirits they would probably be 
increased on foodstuffs. 

Mr. Wallace said that, though money which 
formerly “went into the public-house was now 
spent in picture houses, it would not be 
in the interest of the country to have these 
taxes reduced. The money was also being 
devoted to the people's families. 

Mr. Ryan said that preference should be 
given to Irish barley. They talked about 
establishing new industries; but it would be 
better to subsidise the existing ones in the 
country. 

Mr. R. Heatley opposed the resolution. 

The resolution was carried as stated.

SCUTCH MILL OWNERS FINED 
IN COUNTY DERRY. 

A case of much Interest (o larmers, flux 
growers, and scutch mill owners was heard 
at Moneymore (County Londonderry) Petty 
Sessions yesterday betore Mr. A. H. Jones, 
a Ba and other magistrates. 

(he defendants were—James Hutchinson, 
Killyboskey, and William Stirling, Drumord, 
scutch mill owners. They were charged ty 
the Ministry of Agriculture with purchasing 
within the last six months certain quantities 
of tow otherwise than by weight, in coptra- 
vention of the Scutch Mall Act (N.I.), 1923; 
also with failing te keep a record of all 
scutching operations at their mills, and with 
failing to furnish statements to the owners 
of flax scutched there. 

Mr. R. H. Carson, Crown Soleitor, who 
prosecuted, said that in the past, betore this 
Act had been passed, farmers had been con- 
stantly complaining about the way in which 
they were treated by mill owners, and they 
never knew what was done with their flax- 
tow. According to this Act mill owners were 
required to purchase tow by weight, to keep 
record of all scutching, and to furnish the 
owners of flax with particulars of the flax 
scutched. 

In this part of the country this case, said 
Mr. Carson, was very important, seeing that 
it was a big flax-growing district. The 1im- 
ortance to farmers and to the industry of 
múrmw these regulations carried out was very 
great, indeed. 

Mr S. J. Millar, who defended, said that 
this Act came into force in 1923, but very 
few mill owners knew about it, or knew that 
it was absolutely compulsory on them to fill 
up the forms. None of the customers of the 
defendants had complained. The penalty «f 
£10 was fixed, and he would ask the Bench 
to make a recommendation to say 10s. in 
each case. ‘These men were the scapegoats 
for all the other mill owners. 

The Bench imposed the fixed penalty of 
£10 in each of the three cases against both 
defendants, with 20s. costs in each ease, and 
recommended a reduction to £1 in each case. 

The Chairman said that, while the magis- 
trates were making a recommendation, there 
was no doubt that the authorities would 
stick to a substantial penalty if the Act wus 
not adhered to in future.

of England. ‘The Church had been 
brought up against the gravest questions 
that had faced her for manv generations. 
The auestion was what ought to be per- 
mitted in the Church of England? The 
issue was not merely ecclesiastical; it 
went much deever. They had got to a 
time when everything seemed to be 
brought into confusion. The Church of 
Christ owed it to the nation that it 
should not take its lessons of what was 
right or wrong from any secular sources. 


CONFUSION ABOUT THE LAW. 

The Bishop of St. Albans, supporting 
the measure, contended that the clergy, 
as a rule, were loval to the law of the 
Church. The trouble had been that they 
had no notion what the law of the Church 
was, 

The Bishop of Winchester said that he 
thought that the vote in the House of 
(Commons was an explosion against the 
manner in which the laity had been 
criven over roughshod in imposing upon 
them certain types of Service to which 
they ol jected. It would be, in his 
opinion, an exaggeration to say that the 
re-revised Book was a charter for the 
priesthood, although that view had been 
suggested. Surely it was true that the 
clergy were straining at the leash. But, 
nevertheless, in the Book the revision 
had been made in the interests of the 
people as much, if not more, than in the 
interests of the priesthood. 

The present was a time for true tolera- 
tion. They had been told that what 
happened in the House of Commons was 
popular. But if popularity was to be the 
test of revision, what revision in the past 
would ever have got through ? 

The Bishop of Truro said that the pro- 
posed rubrics concerning reservation were 
too restricted, and he was not prepared 
to accept any scheme of reservation which 
was narrower than the Deposited Book. 


“ A UNITED FOLD.”’ 

The Archbishop of Canterbury  ex- 
pressed his gratification that the discus- 
sion of that afternoon had taken place. 
He wanted the Church to be, in the 
fullest sense, comprehensive. It had 
been his principal motive to get into the 
united fold many men who held very 
widely different opinions. He believed 
that that could be done by careful ad- 
ministration and the effectiveness of the 
Revised Prayer-book. 

There was a growing sense of the use- 
fulness of reservation of the ad hoc kind, 
though reservation had not been largely 
practised. 

“I do not consider,” he said, “ that 
there is on the part of the House of 
Commons any desire to claim the right 
of regulating our worship. I believe that 
this Book will restore peace and order in 
the life of the Church.”’ 

The resolution was passed, thirty-five 
of the bishops voting for it and five 
against.

The increase in the insurance premiums 
for small motor cars which has been 
announced by the English insurance com- 
panies is to be extended to the Irish Free 
State by the English tariff companies 
operating here. 

An Irish Times reporter yesterday 
learnt that a number of native Irish 
companies are not going to increase their 
premiums for the small car insurance. 

An agent for an English company stated 
that the reason for the increase was the 
carelessness of the small car owners who, 
once they had a policy, did not care how 
much they .“ bashed’’ their cars about or 
ran into accidents. The result was that 
the insurance companies had not found 
the existing rates remunerative. 

The increase is in effect the wiping out 
of all policies for cars of a horse-power 
under twelve. This means that the policy 
of.a five or eight horse-power. car will be 
increased from £8 10s. Od. to £11 5s. Od... 
and that the premium for the nine horse- 
power car will be imcreased from £9 
17s. Od. to £12 2s. 6d., while the 10 horso- 
power and 11 horse-power car will bear 
the same.premium as the 12 horse-power 
car—namely, £12 12s. 6d. 


CARELESS DRIVERS. 


A very slight concession, which is really 
meant to act as a deterrent to careless 
drivers and to give them a sense of re 
sponsibility, is contained in certain 
rebates allowed in the case of policies 
where the car driver agrees to pay first 
damages up to a certain point. The rebate 
of 5 per cent. which is allowed where a 
policy owner agrees to pay the first £2 
10s. Od. in all accidental damages is in 
creased to 74 per cent. ; the first £5, from 
74 per cent. to 125 per cent., and the first 
£10, frem 10 per cent. to 175 per cent. 

The manager of a well-known Irish in- 
surance company stated that they were 
not going to follow the lead of the English 
companies, and to increase their small 
car insurance premiums, which, he added, 
were at the moment even below the rates 
of the English tariff companies. 

The increases scheduled by the English 
tariff companies will operate in the case of 
policies taken out as from March Ist next.

WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

The King, with customary State 
pageantry, opened the new session of 
Parliament to-day at noon. The Queen 
was absent owing to slight indisposition, 
but the Prince of Wales occupied his 
place to the right of the Throne, and the 
Duke of York also was present. Within 
the Chamber was a brilliant gathering of 
Peers and Peeresses, diplomatic and other 
distinguished personages, and the scene 
was a particelarly animated one. 

The King was attended by the great 
officers of State, the Marquis of Salisbury 
carrying the Sword of State, while the 
Cap of Maintenance was borne by the 
Earl of Birkenhead. 

When the Commons had answered the 
summons of Black Rod (Lieutenant- 
General Sir W. P. Pulteney), the King 
read his speech (the text of which is 
printed on Page 7), and the sitting was 
suspended 


IN THE COMMONS. 

After the State opening the Speaker re- 
turned from the House of Lords and ad- 
journed the proceedings of the House of 
Commons until three o’clock. The House 
began to fill some time before that hour, 
and when the Speaker resumed his seat 
there was a good muster of members. 
except on the Liberal benches. The Con- 
servatives were present in force, and 
seemed to be in the highest spirits. The 
members for the City of London arrived 
early and took seats on the Government 
Front Bench, as is their right on the 
opening day of a new session. Sir 
William Joynson-Hicks, Colonel Ashley. 
Sir Kingsley Wood and Mr. Samuel 
joined them there just. before three 
o'clock. 

The Prime Minister had a great recep- 
tion when he entered, and Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald’s supporters tried to emulate 
the rousing cheers from the opposite side 
when he arrived with Mr. J. H. Thomas, 
but with. little effect. Mr. Lloyd George 
slipped in unnoticed and in silence. 

When the Speaker had taken the chair 
he called upon new members to take 
their seats. and a procession of three ap- 
peared at the Bar. ‘The first was Colonel] 
Malone, who was greeted with rather 
faint cheers from the Opposition benches. 
The victors of Faversham and West 
Bristol were given an enthusiastic wel- 
come from the Torv benches. 

Then the Prime Minister, in low tones, 
gave notice of his intention to move a 
resolution to-morrow relative to the late 
Lord Haig, and he was followed by the 
Secretary, who introduced the 
Extension of the Franchise Bill. 

The King’s Speech was read by the 
Speaker, and then the mover and seconder 
of the Address, the first in military 
scarlet and the other in levee dress, 
secured the attention of the House. 


MOVING THE ADDRESS. 

The Address, in reply to the Speech, was 
move | by Colonel Lambert Ward, the Con- 
servative member for North-West Hull. In 
a witty and concise speech, he alluded to the 
proposal, to give the vote. tc women. of 
twenty-one, said that they had been told 
by scientists that the female of the human 
race matured more rapidly than the male, 
and, that being so, he saw no reason why 
womer of twenty-one should not vote as 
normaiiy and wisely as their male con- 
temporazies. The result of a _ general 
election had always been on the knees of 
the gods: it would be transferred to the 
laps of the (Laughter.) In 
unless fashions changed, thev 
would be able to know exactly where they 
were. (Loud laughter. ) 

Mr W. P. Templeton, who represents 
Banff, seconded the motion He confessed 
that he regarded the picposal to “give 
women the vote on the same terms with 
men with some degree of trepidation, 
though there was no man !iving fonder ot 
the opposite sex than he. He was, how- 
ever, prepared co support the Government, 
as he believed that all sections of the 
community shou'd be represented at the 
polls. 


OPPOSITION AND THE SPEECH. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonale commented 
sarcastically upon the meagre character of 
the King’s Speech: Tie Government, he 
said, had been talking a great deal about 
economy in finance, but now, apparently, 
ihev had discovered how to exercise 
economy in words. The session was to be 
one long holiday. Well, the Labour Party 
woula see to that. (Lauglter.) This was 
not the first time that he had had to 
complain of omissions from the King’s 
Speeca, but rarely had ther» been so many 
omissions as on the present occasion. What 
had happened to the Factory Bill, to the 
Washincton Convention, and to one or two 
othe: matters abont which they had heard 
so much. Thev had been dropped. The 
Government’s economic policy from begin- 
ning to end wes built up on low wages and 
iong hours. As to what wasin the Speech he 
was very glad that the Government were 
at iast becoming aware of the problem of 
the rates, and he was gratified that they, 
on that side, had converted the Govern- 
ment to the wisdom of extending the 
francaise to women on the same terms as 
inen. He hoped that the measure would 
be introduced at once so as to make the 
new vegister effective for the next general 
election, 

The conclusior which he drew from the 
King’s Speech and the results of the by- 
elections was that the confidence of the 
countiy in the Government was steadily 
on the decrease, and that when the time 
came to ask tne electors for a renewal] of 
that confidence they would give a deter- 
mined and empnatic negative. (Labour 
cheer. ) 


THE ARBITRATION TREATY. 

Mr. Lloyd George, having referred 
briefly to the improvemeut of the situa- 
tion in China, expressed the hope that 
the proposed Treaty of Arbitration with 
the United States would include every- 
thing which could possibly be a matter 
of dispute. It was unthinkable that there 
should be the possibility of war between 
the two countries, or even the discussion 
of war. Once it was known that every 
subject of dispute would be the subject 
of judicial reference it would remove all 
necessity to discuss rival armaments, 
bring about a new temper, and -achieve 
very great results. He asked for informa- 
tion as to the scope end purpose of the 
inquiry into the question of rates, point- 
ing: out that a Commission very often 
meant a shelving of the whole matter. 


PRIME MINISTER'S 
‘REPLY. 


Mr. Baldwin said that he had been 
invited to reply to an infinite variety of 
questions. To quote Mr. Lloyd George on 
a somewhat similar occasion, “it would 
tax the patience of the House beyond 
endurance if he were to attempt to do 
so.” They would, however, be answered 
in due course, either by himself or by 
other members of the Government. He 
was unable to say definitely when the

SMOOTHING THE WAY TO 

CO-OPERATION. 


Sir John Simon s letter to the Viceroy 
of India was issued in London last night. 
In it Sir John states that he writes to 
“clear the air’’ and to remove “a com- 
plete, though, doubtless, genuine, miscon- 
ception of the Commission's intentions ”’ 
in certain quarters in India. 

He says: ‘“ We understand that the 
Government of India and the local 
Governments have been engaged for some 
time past in preparing material which 
they might put before the Commission. 
We have not seen these documents, and do 
not know how far they may consist of 
matters of fact, and how far of matters of 
opinion, or whether they deal with past 
events, or with suggestions for the future. 
But whatever they are, instead of dealing 
with them by ourselves, we wish to pro 
pose that they, and evidence given in ex- 
planation or amplification of them, should 
come before a ' joint free conference,’ over 
which I should preside, consisting of 
seven British Commissioners and a corre- 
sponding body of representatives chosen 
by the Indian Legislatures—just as we 
ourselves have been chosen by the British 
Parliament. 


‘JOINT FREE CONFERENCE.’ 

“ We put forward the plan of a.‘ joint 
free conference’ not only because we 
should welcome the assistance of col- 
leagues from the Indian Legislatures,’ but 
because we think it is only right and fair, 
and in the truest interests of India and 
Britain alike, that opportunity should be 
provided for such memoranda and testi- 
mony to be scrutinised, and, 1f necessary, 
elucidated from the Indian side on free 
and equal terms. 

“We suggest, therefore, that the two 
Houses of the Central Legislature shoul, 
in due course, be invited to choose trom 
their non-official members a joint com- 
mittee, which might conveniently be seven 
in number, and that each local Legisla- 
tive Council should be asked to constitute 
a similar body. Some of us have had con- 
siderable experience of the method of joint 
conference as applied both to industrial 
and political questions, and it is quite 
clear to us that each side of the conference 
will require from time to time to meet by 
itself. We see no reason, however, why 
evidence from public and representative 
bodies and from individuals should not 
normally be given to the conference as 4 
whole, just as evidence presented by or 01: 
behalf of various Governments would be. 

“Tf a case arises when this general plan 
cannot be followed, I should make no 
secret of it. and should ask my colleagues 
in joint conference, when, as 1 hope, they 
learm to have faith in hay sense of fair-

Surprise is expressed in official quarters at 
the extraordinary haste shown by the party 
leaders in issuing a statement within a couple 
of hours of the publication of Sir John 
Simon’s letter to the Viceroy. The probable 
reason is the anxiety of the leaders to fore- 
stall the expression of opinion by’ publicists 
and provincial leaders and to give a suitable 
lead. The fact that Mr. Jayakar, the 
Responsivist leader, whose plea, made 
recently in a Press interview, was fully met, 
has also joined the Boycott Party is con- 
sidered unfortunate in anti-boycott circles.

THE OTTOMAN DEBT 
COMMISSION. 


DRASTIC. STEP BY 
FRANCE, 
——X— — 


From “Tug Times ’’ CoRRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Tuesday. 

I learn on good authority. that: the 
French Government has taken a further 
and more drastic step in the negotiations 
that have for some time been in progress 
with regard to the Ottoman Debt Com- 
mission. The French Ambassador in 
London is understood to have presented to 
the Foreign Office a Note drawing the 
attention of the British Government to 
the difierence of opinion between France, 
on the one hand, and Great. Britain and 
Italy on the other, with regard to the 
question of reorganisation. 

It is alleged in the Note that the 
mutual agreement not to approach the 
Turkish Government directly has been 
broken by Sir Adam Block and Signor 
Nogara, the representatives of the British 
and Italian bondholders respectively, who 
are declared to have opened communica- 
tions with the Turkish Government with- 
out the knowledge of the representative of 
the French bondholders. 

The Note also says that if this indepen- 
dent action is allowed to be continued the 
French bondholders are not likely to con- 
tinue to suffer the restraining advice of 
the Government, and will enter into an 
agreement with the German bondholders 
for united action against the Anglo- 
Italian group. It is pointed out that 
proceedings of this character are, in the 
long run, hardly likely to promote the 
interests of either party, and must react 
detrimentally upon European prestige in 
Turkey.

AMERICAN SUPPORT FOR 
BRITISH PROJECT.

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

Satements made at the White House to-day 
indicated that genuine interest is taken by 
President Coolidge in Commander ©. D. 
Burney’s projected line of airships to ply be 
tween London and the United States. It was 
made known that President Coolidge had re- 
quested the Secretary of Commerce, Mr. 
Hoover, to make such inquiries and offer such 
co-operation as seemed desirable. 

In other quarters than the White House 
also Commander Burney’s project has been 
cordially received. Officials of the United 
States Government immediately concerned in 
the development of the project have been 1m- 
pressed by its practical possibility, the chatr- 
men of the appropriate committees of Con- 
oresa are equally interested, and legislation 
which would ensure the vse of airships for 
transport of mail is impending. 

President Coolidge allowed it to be known 
this morning that use of the Navy mooring 
mast at Lakehurst, New Jersey, had already 
heen promised for the first vessel to fly from 
London. presumably in September, after 
however, a permanent field in the 
hands of the company to be formed, will be 
necessary. 

The venture. it has been decided, will be 
Anglo-American, and there seems no doubt 
that the financial support required from this 
side will readily be forthcoming. 


THE: BURDEN OF LOCAL 
RATES. 
A HINT OF REFORM. 


In an editorial article upon the Speech from 
the Throne, Vhe Times remarks :—Among 
the contents of the Speech are two measures 
of policy of the front rank, both of them 
immediate and inescapable obligations of 
honour and interest. One is a hill to remove 
the anomaly of sex disqualification, and pro- 
hably some minor anomalies, from the 
franchise. As to this. it remains to be seen 
whether Ministers will he rash enough to 
reinstate the disqualification of pauperdom, 
condemned by the Speaker’s Conference in 
1917, even assuming that it is still practicable 
to enact it. The other is a hill to increase 
the credit facilities of persons engaged in 
acriculture. There 1s also a forecast which 
is midway between a hint and a promise of a 
third. After observing among the anxieties 
afflicting some of the country’s principal in- 
dustries unmistakable and encouraging symp- 
toms of a gradual improvement in trade, the 
Speech turns to the burdens imposed upon 
industry and agriculture by the present inci 
dence of local rates. Ministers, as the 
country has also learnt from two recent 
speeches of Mr. Churchill, are now engaged 
upon inquiries into the possibility of afford- 
ing some relief from these burdens to the 
producing community, and into the changes 
in local government which would thereby Le 
involved. 

Taken in conjunction with the whole 
chapter of social reform which the Govern- 
ment has not, indeed, abandoned, but not 
included in the preseré programme, this 
paragraph in the King’s Speech obviously 
paragraph the essence of the Government's in- 
tentions, and may conceivably atone for all 
the measures affecting industrial and social 
welfare that have been placed upon the 
waiting list.

entitled the Prayer-book measure, 1928, 
be generally approved.'” “I trust,” he 
said, “that those who do not give the 
measure general approval are in a small 
minority; for a refusal to give general 
approva! in this House, taken in conjunc- 
tion with the recent vote of the House of 
Commons, would effectively kill this Book, 
on which this House and the le out- 
side have spent many years of careful work 
and prayer. 

“The Book appears to me to be the most 
beautilul Book of Common Prayer that 
has ever been printed for the Church of 
England. There are points in it which 
distress some people on both sides of the 
House, but nine-tenths of it will be accept- 
able to everyone; and it is possible to 
exaggerate the points on which we differ. 

“When Our Lord looks down on the 
protagonists in this controversy, 1 am sure 
He cares tremendously whether they are 
kind,- charitable, honest, fair, true and 
just in their controversy.’’ 

THE ONLY ISSUE. 

The Dean of Westminster said that the 
only issue before the House was whether 
they wished the Book to go forward or 
not. 

The first amendment was moved by Pre- 
bendary F. N. Thicknesse: “ That, in view 
of the situation that has now arisen, and 
the excited state of public opinion about 
the Prayer-book, the House begs respect- 
fully to ask the Archbishops and bishops 
to defer the further some máirená of the 
Prayer-book measure until aíter the next 
meeting of the Lambeth Conference.’’ The 
amendment was defeated. 

Prebendary Thicknesse, moving the 
amendment, said that feeling had run so 
high that it was exceedirigly difficult to 
get anything like a peaceful settlement of 
the question at present. 

The Prebendary then made two “ bulls.” 
“ My second reason for desiring adjourn- 
ment,’’ he said, “ is that I do not think we 
are in such a bad way as we are,” at 
which there was loud laughter. “The 
whole movement,” he went on, “is be- 
coming more orderly, and it will do no 
harm if we wait until we are more 
orderly.’’ (Laugnhter.) 

There was serious doubt, he added, if 
they sent the measure to Parliament, 
whether it would get through. If it was 
thrown out it would create a serious posi- 
tion—if not between the Church and the 
State, at any rate between Parliament and 
the Church Assembly. He was not afraid 
of disestablishment if it were brought 
about in a proper way; but he did not 
want it to be brought forward in about as 
undesirable a way as one could conceive. 
If the measure were deferred it would not 
have to be brought again before the same 
House of Commuus. 

The amendmenc of Prebendary Thick- 
nesse was lost. the voting being :—For the 
amendment, 19; against, 186. 

THE LION AND THE LAMB. 

The Chairman selected for the remain- 
ing amendment that of Dr. Darwell 
Stone:—'‘‘ Inasmuch as the Prayer-book 
measure, 1928, is not the result of agree- 
ment among Church peopie and affords no 
prospect of a satisfactory settlement, this 
House does not give it general approval.”’ 
Dr. Stone said that the present Book of 
Common Prayer had enabled both ‘‘ the 
Jion and the lamb ”’ in the Church to join 
in commou worship. Was it not the case 
that serious difficulties to common wor- 
ship would be set up if the proposed Book 
became law? (Cries of “ No.’’) In view 
ot what there was in the Book regarding 
reservation, the destruction of liturgical 
proprieties in the Morning and Evening 
Prayer and Litany, and what seemed to 
be unfaithfulness to revealed truth in the 
treatment of the Athenasian Creed in the 
psalms and the new preface, he would find 
a serious difficulty in attending any

use. 

The Archdeacon of Chester said that 

the Book would divide the Church if it 
remained in its present form. There was 
a sharp division of opinion on the alterna- 
tive Communion office, and a number of 
clergy were resolved that if it went 
through they would never be able to use 
it. (Cries of dissent.) It was impossible 
to dissociate continued reservation from 
adoration. 
NEW PRIESTS AND OLD PARISHES. 
The Dean of Canterbury (Dr. Bell) said 
that the debate on the new Prayer-book 
in the House of Commons showed avoid- 
able misunderstandings , but to throw 
scorn or anger at the House was unwise. 
He took its vote as a protest—rather 
roughly made—against the wilful foreing 
of unwelcome practices by new priests on 
old parishes accustomed to old ways. He 
believed that the new Book provided a 
channel for a duly ordered variety of 
worship such as no other Book would 
give, i 
The Rev. 
measure which included continuous reser- 
vation would meet in Parliament the same 
fate as the last. 

Canon Bardsley said that he voted for 
the measure last time, but on this occa- 
sion he would vote against it. ‘I believe 
that disestablishment and disruption are 
the greatest evils that could befall the 
Chueh.

DIVISION PROPOSED. 

The Archdeacon of Macclesfield urged 
that the Book should be divided and non- 
controversial parts of it proceeded with. 
It would be well for the bishups to daw 
up another consecration prayer and give 
the Church one Communion canon, 

“I worked in Yorkshire for forty-five 
vears,” said the Rev. G. C. Ommanney, 
“and I know that it is difficult to get 
the poor people, such as the grinders and 
eutlers, to understand the Book of 
Common Prayer and find the places. If 
you put this new Book into their hands, 
they will understand it about as much as 
Greek or Latin.” : 

“Tf we show ourselves in this matter 
subservient to the State, the Noncon- 
formists, like other spiritual people, will 
laugh us to scorn,” said Canon Merrick. 
“The bishops have led us straight; they 
are leading us straight now.”

HOUSE OF LAITY. 


THE MAIN ISSUE. 


RESERVATION OF 
SACRAMENT. 
oe & —— | 
“ABSOLUTE DILEMMA.” 


In the House of Laity, the Earl of 
Selborve presiding, general approval of the 
‘measure was moved by Mr. Lawrence 
Hardie. He pointed out that general 
approval would not commit any member in 
regard to the ultimate vote on any pro- 
posed amendment of the measure. 

“There is nothing novel in this 
measure, he said. ‘“ The new measure is 
a matter of explanations and removal of 
misunderstandings or difficulties which 
were brought forward in the critical 
examination of Parliament.’’ Rejection 
now of the revised measure framed by the 
bishops would be the greatest catastrophe 
that could befall the Church of England. 
It would produce an impression in the 
country fatal to the real strength of the 
old Episcopal Church of England. “I 
hope that there is no risk of our taking 
such an extreme risk as rejection.” 

He said that the proposal to postpone 
the measure for three years was a policy 
of despair. They should make up their 
minds one way or the other. To refuse 
general approval to the measure would be 
to give the Episcopate a most serious 


rebuff. 
ABSOLUTE DILEMMA. 
“We are face to face with an absolute 
dilemma,” said Mr. Athelstan Riley, one 
of the High Church leaders, moving an 
amendment. recommending to the arch- 
bishops and bishops. postponement of the 
measure till 1931. ‘I profoundly thank 
the archbishops and bishops for standing 
firm with regard to the spiritual rights of 
the Church; but, if the measure goes 
forward to the Commons in its present 
state, do you think it would be passed? 
(Cries of “Yes” and “No.” I think 
that.it would be extremely doubtiul, and 
I do not think that the speech of Lord 
Hugh Cecil, noble as it was, has made 
the measure more likely to go through 
Parliament.” 
Predicting a revolt of the whole & - 
“ 


Church Party against the measure, 


said :—“I think the dilemma at the 
moment is an absolute one. If we go 
forward with the measure we risk dis- 
establishment, which no body of opinion, 
as far as I can discover, wants; we risk 
disendowment and, worst of all, disrup- 
tion.” 

In a striking phrase following his 

remarks that the Malines conversations 
had not improved the atmosphere, Mr. 
Riley said :—‘ I have lived all my life in 
the Church of England. If she sinks 
beneath me, I do not think the Roman 
ship is a ship I could strikeout for.” 
py AN ABUSIVE LETTER. 
Sir. Thomas Inskip (Solicitor-General) 
moved: “ That thé House of Laity decline 
to give general approval to a measure 
authorising perpetual reservation.’ De- 
claring himself weary of these debates on 
the Prayer-book, he said: ‘It is not easy 
to be cut by one’s friends, nor to receive 
such a letter from a Mr. Greensmith, 
whom I do not know, who writes to me 
from Derby, and says: 

“If vou and your gang of asses '—(eries 
of ‘Shame )—‘“are ready for another losing 
ight we are ready, too, and, make no mis- 
take, we are out to win; for | believe the 
rejection brought abait thy Jews, Welsh 
rumpers and Scotch infidels will have been a 
blessing fer us Anglo-Catholies.

“ Letters of that sort,” said Sir Thomas, 
Whether written by Protestants or Ancglo- 
Catholics, are contemptible. Lord Selborne 
has just whispered that he received dozens 
like that. But although one has to be 
thick-skinned in politics, I do not want 
to be thick-skinned in religious matters.” 
The most important issue, said Sir 
Thomas in a speech which betrayed much 
emotion, was that of perpetual reserva- 
tion. General approval was not possible 
while perpetual reservation remained in 
the measure. 
Miss C. M. Biddle, of Chichester, sup- 
porting postponement, suggested that re- 
presentatives of the Church overseas 
should be invited to attend the next 
Lambeth Conference. 

CRY OF “ NO POPERY.” 
Dame Caroline Bridgeman, in an effec- 
tive little speech which drew rounds of 
cheers, said: “ No one would like to hear 
the cry of ‘No Popery’ in the general 
election. That is exactly what would 
happen if Mr. Riley’s amendment for 
postponement were carried. I firmly 
believe that for our country, us well as 
our Church, it would be an unparalleled 
disaster if we had this question debated 
at a general election. A general election 
had never been fought on the question of 
A Popery,’ and I pray God that it. never 
Will. 

‘The Church of England will become 
the laughing stock of the world if the 
measure is postponed.’” declared Mr. 
Herbert Upward, of St. Alban’s, amid 
some cries of dissent. “ We have to face 
the facts that perpetual reservation is 
practised to-day in hundreds of churches. 
(Cries of ‘Shame.’) What are we going 
to do with those people, remembering that 
reservation is practised with the consent 
of the bishops? (Cries of ‘Shame.’) Are 
you going to turn them out of the Church 
of England? The thing is unthinkable.”’ 


PRESSURE ON M.P.’S. 

Sir George Courthope, M.P., said that 
in twenty-two years’ experience in the 
House of Commons he had never known 
pressure from the constituencies to be so 
heavy or one-sided as when the previous 
Prayer-book measure was submitted. 
That pressure was the deciding factor, 
and it was clear that very large numbers 
of constituents believed that what was 

roposed was not an alternative Prayer- 
Soak, but a substitute. A great many 
people thought the old Prayer-book was 
to be destroyed, but discussion since must 
have opened Churchmen’s minds, and for 
that reason he thought that the vote in 
the House of Commons now would be 
different. 

Sir George declared himself to be an 
evangelical, prepared to recognise the 
sincerity of those who felt the need for 
‘* reservation.”’ | 

‘‘Rather than peace and unity, the 
new Prayer-book measure would make for 
disunion and discord,” said Mr. F. W. 
Gilpin, of London. : 

Dr. Ainscow, of Liverpool, contended 
that reservation was demanded, net for 
the sick, but for the purposes of adora- 
tion. “ Reservation,” he said, “' strikes 
at the fundamentals of our religion, It 
involves a corporeal presence in the 
elements. (Some dissent.) It is because 
it would strike at the root of our re- 
ligion that I am opposed to it. There is 
a greater thing than peace and order and 
comprehensiveness in our Church, and 
that is the maintenance of truth.”’ 

ABOLISH ous > aga RESERVA- 


Major J. D. Birchall, M.P., who voted 
for the previous measure in the House of 
Commons, said that there was no hos- 
tility in that House to the Church of 
England, but very much the reverse. 
The new measure would not, however, 
get through Parliament if it contained 
the principle of perpetual reservation. A 
recommendation to the bishops to abolish 
continuous reservation alto ether would 
be expressing, he believed, the opinion of 
robably the majority of the ouse “of 
aymen, and, certainly, of the majority 
of Churchmen in the country.

In the notice convening the meeting the 
directors expressed regret that, under existing 
circumstances, there did not appear to be any 
prospect of carrying on the mills on a profit- 
able basis, and that, in the best interests of 
the shareholders, it would be better to wind 
up the business. 

Senator the Dowager Countess of Desart, 
chairman of the company, presided, the other 
two directors—Messrs. Michael Buggy, 
solicitor, and T. W. O’Hanrahan—being pre- 
sent. There were twenty-five other share- 
holders in attendance. 

After a protracted discussion, which at 
times seemed likely to become animated, a 
resolution was carried excluding the Press. 

Mr. John O'Leary, of Messrs. Stapleton and 
Co., chartered accountants, Cork, was ap- 
pointed liquidator, for the purpose of the 
winding up.

8d., 
and for the three years, 1925-1927, the losses 
totalled £5,033 17s. lld. The total amount 
paid in dividends, free of income tax, for

ALLEGATIONS AGAINST 
TYRONE CONSTABLE. 


Charges of keeping in his possession with- 
out permission of the Inspector-General, a 
Aoubibteetaliel breech-loading gun; of 
selling the gun to John Bradley, Gortanigan, 
for Stephen Burns in May, 1926; receiving 
from John Bradley a firearms certificate be- 
longing to Stephen Burns for amendment ; 
delivering the certificate [to Bradley after 
amendment when it was not his duty to do 
so, and of being guilty of conduct prejudicial 
to good order by selling to John Bradley a 
double-barrelled gun, which had been directed 
by the competent authority to be destroyed, 
were preferred against Constable Thomas 
Carden at a Court of Inquiry held yesterday 
in Newtownstewart Police Barracks, before 
District Inspector Hall, Cookstown, and Dis- 
trict Inspector Walsh, Strabane. 
District Inspector Stratford, 


“ Not Guilty.” 

The evidence for the prosecution was that 
the double-barrelled gun was seized by the 
Mountfield police from Hugh Hall, Al- 
drummond, and on prosecution Hall was fined 
for failing to have a firearms certificate, and 
the gun was ordered to be forfeited. The 
prosecution alleged that the gun was after- 
wards sold by Constable Carden to John 
Bradley for Burns. At the time Carden 
avas clerk in the-office of the District In- 
spector, Newtownstewart, and it was alleged 
that Carden. got Burns’s firearms’ certificate 
varied to include this gun. 

Bradley and Burns both swore to the pur- 
chase of the gun from Carden and to getting 
the firearms certiticate amended. 

Burns stated that eventually he destroyed 
the gun by throwing it into the river when 
it became too hot for him owing to visits by 
the police. 

Carden gave an emphatic denial to the 
charge of selling the gun, stating that he 
never had a gun in his possession, and knew 
nothing about the gun seized at Mountfield. 
He admitted that he got a firearms certificate 
amended for Burns at Bradley’s request, and 
did not make any entry in the firearms 
register in the District Inspector’s office. 

Tha decision of the Court will be 
promulgated.

McCLURE REPORT, 
LORD MAYOR AND LAW 
ACTIONS, 


A special meeting of the Belfast 
Corporation was held yesterday to consider 
various minutes of the Council in com- 
mittze arising out of the report of the 
McClure Economy Committee. This 
seport contained criticisms of the adminis- 


tration of several Corporation depart- 
ments, and suggested various economies 


whicn, if carried out, would substantially 
reduce tue city rates 
TRAMWAY MANAGER’S OFFER. 

Amongst the minutes considered was one to 
refer to the General Purposes Committee all 
matters relating to wages and salaries. An- 
other minute contained a letter from the 
tramway manager offering to resign his posi- 
tion poe. to work in any position that a new 
manager might assign him at the same salary. 

Another minute referred to dispensing with 
the services of the foreman and nineteen 
workmen employed at the extension to the 
“- cemetery. | 

he Improvements Committee was directed 
to poner conditions and statement of 
qualifications for the position of City Sur- 
veyor and Engineer to the Council in succes- 
sion to Mr. E. 8. Pinkerton, resigned, and 
the Public Health Committee was Docied to 
prepare conditions of appointment, etc., for 
a successor to Dr. H. W. Bailie, Superinten- 
dent Medical Officer of Health. 

Another recommendation was that the 
General Purposes Committee be instructed 
without delay to take steps with a view to 
filling the office of Superintendent of the 
Abattoir. | 

LORD MAYOR'S WARNING. 

Before the business of the meeting was 
entered upon the Lord Mayor said that it 
was his duty to remind the Ceuncil that there 
were two actions at law pending rising 
directly out of the report, and two other 
actions, which were instituted before 
report was written, were still pending, the 
subject matter of which was indirectly 
touched upon in the report. lt was his duty 
to warn all present against discussing publicly 
any matter which was the subject of, or was 
involved in, or might in any way affect the 
trial of, any of those actions. If any such 
discussion went to the attention of the 
Court, the Court might punish those taking 
Ie mn such discussion. Ample opportunity 
ad been given fer discussion*in committee, 
and he hoped it would now be understood 
why the debates on the subject up to the 
present had been held in committee and not 
in public. 

Councilor Macartney then formally moved, 
and the High Sheriff seconded, the contirma- 
tion of the minutes | 

AN AMENDMENT. 
Councillor Midgley (Labour) moved the 
deletion of that portion of the minutes that 
related to Mr. Carlisle's letter offering to take 
a subordinate position in the tramway under- 
taking at his present salary, and to work 
harmoniously with the new manager, together 
with the recommendation that the Council 
agree to the terms of the letter. 
Councillor Midgley said that he wished to 
enter his protest against this decision, and 
he wished to have this deleted. Mr. 
Carlisle, according to the decision taken, had 
agreed to take a subordinate post in the 
tramway department at exactly the same 
salary. They had been told that one of the 
purposes of the investigation at present being 
carried out in the Corporation was to effect 
additional efficiency and further’ economy ; 
but in the event of the present decision being 
carried out and a new manager brought to 
Belfast, it meant they were going to foist 
on the new manager a charge of £1,000 a 
year for a man who was going to serve in a 
clerical capacity. | 
Councillor Gordon said they should permit 
Mr. Carlisle to retire on a pension of £1,000. 
a year, and call it as such, instead of giving 
him a job at that salary when there was no 
job for him. They ought to be straight in 
their dealings in the interests of the public. 
The Lord Mayor said that the Town 
Solicitor would give them the legal aspect of 
the matter of possession. 
Councillor Sweeney said when this matter 
was’ last discussed he asked a question—would 
this commit them to an expenditure of £1,000 
a year? If so he strongly protested, for no 
one would do it in their own business. He 
supported the amendment. 


“ 0UT TO SMASH THE REPORT.” 
Councillor Price said that Mr. Carlisle was 
up against difficulties created by his prede- 
cessors. He was faced by a capital outlay 
on which interest had to be paid. Mr. Carlisle 
had not got a chance. He was quite a cap- 
able manager if he got the assistance that -he 
was entitled to expect. He challenged any- 
ohe to name a single item in connection with 
the tramways management that Mr. Carlisle 
was not equal to. He had had to encounter 
unfriendly onslaughts, and the letter in the 
minutes was the consequence of ——— 
brought to bear on him in his own office that 
he was not capable of the office. If this at- 
titude was persisted in he would go all out 
for the humiliation of bringing in Commis- 
sioners. He had come there to smash every 
sentence of the McClure Report, and a greater 
humbug of literary production had not been 
put on the market since the days of Robinson 
Crusoe. (Laughter.} 

Alderman Mrs. McMordie expressed herself 
as keenly interested in the campaign of 
economy, but was afraid in giving this £1,000 
to Mr. Carlisle, and appointing another man- 
ager at the same salary, would be only a 
matter of fair play... 

Councillor Kilpatrick supported the amend- 
ment, and Alderman T. E. McConnell, M.P.. 
moved, and Alderman Barron seconded, that 
the question be put 

Councillor Henderson said that he did not 
think that a manager at £5,000 could make the 
tramway undertaking pay. He thought the 
McClure Committee should prove how Mr. 
Carlisle was incompetent, and personally he 
was opposed to putting Mr. Carlisle in an 
inferior position at £1,000 a year. Let all 
the, facts be put before them and they would 
take their decision on them. | 


INSTRUCTION TO COMMITTEE. 

Councillor Midgley then asked the Lord 
Mayor to accept the decision of the Council 
and to allow the matter to go back to the 
authority competent to deal with it—namely, 
the General Purposes Committee. 

The minutes were then passed, and the 
Council unanimously decided that the follow-: 
ing be added :—‘‘That it be an instruction to 
the General Purposes Committee to consider 
the position of Mr. Carlisle in the light 
of the Council’s decision and to bring in a 
report and recommendation as to the office 
of general manager of the tramways.”’ 

The Lord Mayor, before the close of the 
meeting, said that he had intended to move a 
resolution giving wider powers to the General 
Purposes Committee to enable them to carry 
out the work that lay ahead, but in v.ew 
of the absentee members, he had decided not 
to do so, but would summon a special meet- 
ing ot the Council to consider the matter.

UNEMPLOYMENT.

RECOVERABLE BY HEALTH 
BUAKDS. 


An important decision has been given by 
the Free State Local Government Department 
in reply to a question by the Louth Board 
of Fealth. The Department have decided 
that outdoor relief given to persons during a 
period of unemployment is an advance, and 
is recoverable by the Health Boards. Very 
many persons are affected by the decision in 
Louth, where large sums were given during 
periods of unemployment to men. 

When the letter was read at the meeting of 
the Board yesterday, the Chairman (Mr. 
McGahon) said he thought that people who 
had now got work and were in a position to 
pay back the relief in small sums should be 
clad of the opportunity to do it. The matter 
had arisen in connection with a Drovheda 
case, where a man had obtained relief during 
unemployment, and the report made; to ‘fe 
Board was that the man was now working 
and in receipt of £4 a week.
